Transmission of news photographs 
by wire for publication in newspaper 
through the Telepix service, ins 
by The Constitution for exclusive use 
in Georgia, marks one of the most rey- 
olutionary steps in newspaper 2 
ress ever made in the history of @& 
publishing business. The wond 
machine making this advancement pos- 
sible is a new inventfon and has been 
perfected for commercial service with- 
in the last few months, 


Although revolutionary in its -ma- 
ture and almost limitless in its possi 
bilities, the machine which sends and 
receives the pictured news events al- 
most as quickly as the news stories 
themselves are transmitted is a small 
and compact bit ef delicate mechanism 

Five: Phases of Process. 

Stripped of all technical details, the 
story of the method of sending and re 
ceiving photographs by wire is cOm- 
paratively a simple one. The proceeés 
or method is divided roughly into five 
phases from the timé the original pho- 
tograph is. made by the camera until 
it has been transmitted to its desting- 
tion, developed, engraved and printed 
in the newspaper hy the side of the 
news story it iHinatPates. 


The first phase embraces the taking 
of the news photo itself. This Hes 
in the scope of all newspaper photo- 
graphs. They go to the scene of the 
news event, take their photograph in 
the usual way as if for publication in 
the paper in their home city. The pho- 
tograph thus taken is turned over to 
the Telepix service. 

Preparation for transmission marks 
the second phase. The original pho- 
tograph is taken by the Telepix opera- 
tor and.a copper plate of it is made. 
This copper plate is similar to other 
copper plates: used in engraving with 
the exception that the lines on it, 
known to engravers as “the screen,” 
run but one way. The plate is placed 
on a cylinder which is like a eylindri- 
cal phonograph record. : ) 


Plate Placed On Cylinder. 


Placing the cylinder containing the 
plate on the sending machine ready 
for transmission marks the third 
phase in the method. The cylinder 
revolves just like a record on a phon- 
ograph and a small needle turns just 
like the phonographic needle. This 
needle is electrified and it does the 
actua] sending of the little dots whieh 
later are to be recorded at the rec@iy- 
ing end on*h cylinder exactly like the 
one used in sending. The needle runs 
over parts of the cylinder that are in- 
sulated and on parts that are not insu- 
lated. When a non-insulated point is 
touched by the needle an electric im- 
pulse is sent to the receiving end. 
This impulse makes a dot and this dot 
1s recorded on a piece of sensitized pa- 
per On the receiving end. ‘These dote 
are relayed by the wire-into the re- 
ceiving stations in the offices of news- 
papers taking the Telepix seryice, 
Receipt of these dots at the recéiy- 
ing end marks the fourth~phase of the 
méthod. Here a needle exactly simi- 
lar to the sending needle receives the 
electric impulse and reords it on the

sensitized paper. <A light dot sené is 
recorded as a light dot and.a heavy or 
dark dot is recorded as baa or dark, 
The variation between light and dark 
forms the variation between light and 
shadow on the photograph with acen- 
rate detail. After thousands of the 
tiny dots are sent and are recorded 
the photograph, 5 1-2 inches wide and 
11 inches deep, is finished. 
The Fifth Process, 


The fifth process comes then when 
the sensitized sheet, with its phote- 
graph recorded in sepia colors, is turm- 
ed over by the Telepix operator to the 
local staff photographer. ‘The pho- 
tographer takes the sepia photograph 
and makes a black and white phote- 
graph, which is then ready for publi. 
cation in the newspaper.

study of a case was not by testimony 
but at first hand and by seeing the 
play to be passed upon, with no news- 
paper reports except of the jurors’ 
names, and that only after their ver- 
dict was reached. 

There is no more tyranny in the 
method than there is in every arbitra- 
tion. In this only resort to it thus 
far had, there Was great promptness, 
utter absence of sensationalism, and 
high efficiency. Three plays received 
clean bills of health, two were modi- 
fied to the level of tolerability, and 
one Was suppressed. ° 

Instead of tyranny there was a fine 
example of self-government. It would 
seem that no brake upon license could 
be less irritating and it will be diffi- 
cult to devise a better avoidance of 
political censorship.

Americas. Six of those ships driven 
hy an unfavorable wind appeared be- 
fore the town of Brill on the morb- 
ing of April 1, 1572. Thee Spanish 
garrison was absent on a rgut maroon, 
The “Sea-Beggars” hailed a ferryman, 
John Koppestock, who conveyed their 
demand to surrender to the town au- 
thorities. The “Beggars” had six 
ships, but the ferryman told the town 
council there were a hundred ships 
standing out at sea. The authorities 
feared the vengeanee of the Spaniards 


and they refused to surrender. But 
the “Beggars” landed and forced an 
entrance. Brill was the first city to 
fall away from Spain and proclaim 
William the Silent. Incidentally the 
word Brill sounds in Dutch like a 
similar word which signifies ‘“spec- 
tacles.” So the lusty Dutchmen ‘sing 
with significant meaning of an event 
which heralded the independence and 
later preatness of their republic.

CHRONIC GAS POISONING

ide is an exceedingly poisonous gas 
which is present in the exhaust from 


in fumes from open coal or charcoal] 
fires and in the fumes or products of 
combustion wherever any fuel is 


burned without a good draft or with- 
out a free supply of air. Every lit- 
tle while in the colder season some- 
one who has not learned about the 
effect of carbon monoxide is 
found dead under or about an auto- 
mobile, the engine of which has baen 
runting for a while in a small closed 
garage. The air of a small confiued 
space such as a garage, a small kitch. 
en or a small bedroom where a gas 
heater is used, will overcome one whu 
breathes it when there is only one part 
of carbon monoxide gas in 200 parts of 
air, and if the person overcome by 
the poison is not immediately re- 
moved to the open air, death is like- 
ly to follow quickly. According to 
statistics of the health authorities 
there are 18 deaths each year in the 
city of Buffalo from carbon monox.- 
ide, generally from gas stoves which 
are not connected with the flue. Burf- 
falo civic authorities, however. con 
sider 18 lives a reasonable price to 
pay for the convenience and cash say- 
ing the people enjoy from using stoves 
without stove pipes. 
_ Chronic carbon monoxide poison- 
ing 1s even less commonly recognized 
than the acute form, for it is seldoin 
directly fatal and its manifestations 
are, therefore, frequently misinter- 
preted. A fruitful source of chronic 
carbon monoxide poisoving, manifest- 
ing itself usually as headache, lan- 
guor ana debility, is the stove or fur- 
nace in which anthracite coal is burned 


or office, especially 
burns with closed draft, when any 
or when there is a slight leak in the 
flue or chimney. 

Add to the headache, langnor and 
general debility another interesting 
and rather characteristic feature of 
chronic carbon monoxide gas poisen- 
ing, a pallor resembling the pglor ot 
a marked anemia, and you can readily 
imagine how often the meaning of 
these manifestations is mistaken. The 
shut-in housekeeper rho comes 
and clamors for a “good tonie,” in the 
spring is often suffering from chren- 
lc monoxide poisoning from furnace, 
gas heater or kitchen range. 
culiar feature of this apparent anetata 
of chronic monoxide poisoning is point- 
ed out by Dr. H. B. Beck and W. 
Forts in a recent contribu to An- 
nals of Clinical Medicine. They sav 
that the red corpuscle count in these 
cases generally shows a high figure, 
of ten over 5,000,000 corpuscles per cu- 
bie millimeter of blood. whereas 
from +,000.000 to 4.500.000 is the 
usual count in the healthy. This high 
red cell count, with the peculiar pal- 
lor which would ordinarily suggest ne- 
mia, is almost a certain sign of chron- 
ic monoxide poisoning. Not that there 
is any specific treatment for the con- 
dition. but it is at least well to know 
that the symptoms are not from ane- 
mia, rundown condition, overwork, 
worry and care, nervous exhaustion, 
or even the climate. In cases of more 
than ordinary severity, chronic carbon 
monoxide poisoning sometimes causes 
mental aberration.

International law is composed of a 
mass of customs, precedents, agree- 
ments and prohibitions to which no 
nation is bound except by its own 
will, The weakness. of the arrange- 
ment is that there is no means of en- 
foreing the present uncodified inter- 
national law except by war. 

With the prestige and authority of 
the league behind the code to be 
drafted eventually, and.the Hazue 
court of international justice as the 
interpretative body, there will be a 
means to settle mAny questions that 
otherwise might seem. to require re- 
course to arms. 

The first task at Geneva will be 
the section of subjects which are 
sufficiently erystallized as to be ready 
for codification. Only well establish- 
ed principles can be incorporated in 
the code at first. When the various 
principles have been approved: by the 
assembly \of the League of Nations 
and by the council, an international 
conference will be summoned. It will 
be the duty of this conference to draft 
the code and to launch the dream of 
the ages into the realm of fact. Ali 
nations will be asked to become signa- 
tories to the eode, and with a suffie- 
ient number of signatories appended 
a concrete, codified law, formally aw 
cepted by the leading nations of the 
world, will have been evolved. 

Among the institutions represented 
at Geneva for the first conference are 
the American Institute of Interna- 
tional Law. the Spanish Institute of 
Compared Law, the Institute of Inter- 
national Law and the International 
Law Association.

FILTER DISCOVERED | 
TO HARNESS X-RAYS |

Paris, March 31.—A filter, which | 
it is claimed will make X-rays harm- 
less and cure radio dermatitis, the 
disease which has mutilated or killed 
many scientists using the rays, was 
described to the Academy of Sciences 
Jast night by Daniel Berthelot. The} 
filter is the invention of two French 
scientists, J, Riesler and P. ’fondain. 

The inventor has the idea of using 
the antagonism of the infra red rays 
toward the radiations of shorter wave 
length. Living tissues subjected to 
X-rays and then exposed to the ae- 
tion of the infra red rays showed 
no signs of radio dermatitis, or ans 
esséntial modifications. 

The inventors further claim to have 
enured persons suffering from radio 
dermatitis after three or four applica- 
tions of their system. 

They use a filter of plastic material | 
which allows only the red and yellow | 
rays to pass. The discovery is of 
especial interest because of the possi- 
bilities it opens up for the treatment 
of cancer by X-rays which could thus 
be freed of their harmful radiations.

Despite the ratification by a ma- 
jority of the stockholders, the lease 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio railway 
cannot be executed until] Chancery 
Judge William Moncure renders 
“1 final decision in the injunction pro- 
ceedings brought against the railway 
by a group of minority stockholders. 
The minority group sought to restrain

‘ground that under the provisions, of 


the railway’s Virginia charter no lease 
could be effected without a favorable 
vote of all the steckholders. They 
argued that the jurisdiction to deter- 
mine the corporate power of the rail- 
way company lay in Virginia -courts 
and not with the interstate commerce 
commission, where the Greater Nicke} 
Plate merger petition has been set 
for hearing on April 15.

“the folks back home,’ Governor 
“Ma” Ferguson signed her 
name to the senate amnesty bill 
Tuesday which restored ciyil and 
political rights to her husband, im- 
peached in 1917, while governor, for 
misapplication of state funds. 

Friends Witness Ceremony. 

A small group of friends and news- 
papermen watched the simple proceed- 
ings which brought to an end one of 
the most intense political battles ever 
waged in this state. Ferguson, who 
claims to be merely the “high-toned 
flunkey”’ to his wife, was in the execu- 
tive office, sober-faced, imm@culately 
attired with a red rose in the lapel 
of his coat: 

A flourish of the gold pen. 
ment or two with head bowed, and 
Governor Ferguson arose from her 
iesk, her eyes dimmed with tears, 
gazed lovingly. at her husband, and 
smiled. ‘* 

“I probably will sign many meas- 
ures while I’m in office, but none will 
give me the pleasure I have in sign- 
ing this,” she said. 

“Farmer Jim’s” lips trembled, 
he kept his gaze straight ahead, 
displayed no other signs of emotion. 
One by one the witnesses filed out of 
the office, and “Jim” and “Ma” were 
alone—their long battle won. 

The struggle of the Fergusons to 
clear the family*¥name was watched 
closely by the entire nation. When 
“Jim” was prohibited from entering 
the primaries last vear as a candidate 
for governor, ““Ma” entered the fight 
and won the democratic nomination. 

She swept the state in the elections, 
the principal issues of her campaign 
being her bitter opposition to the Ku 
Klux Klan and a plea for a chance to 
Wipe out the stain of her husband’s 
impeachment.
